a. Chernyakbavsk (N E 21 ): An important military garrison 

was based in ChernySkhovsk) about sii kilometers northeast of the 
city was a target range (So* 11 on sketch) which was used by artillery 
and tank units stationed in ChernyakievBk and other cities in the 

Ka.1 1 ntngradskayn oblast. The city hod two airfields, one located 
three or four kill centers southwest and the ether the sane distance 
northwest of tip eity (Nos. 9 and 10 on sketch). The airfields, 
fomerly used % the Germans, had been renovated and the runways 
adapted for jet aircraft use. 

b. Baltiysk (N 5^*69, B 19-53): Baltiysk was a naval base in a re- 
stricted zone; phe Third Baltic fleet, , cenaanded by Admiral Golovko 
(fhu) was based) in the city. Naval Shipyard No. 820 was located 
in the outskirts so ut hwes t of the city (No. 3 on sketch). The re- 
stricted area began at Primorsk (N 54-44, E 20-00).

e. Zheleznodorozhuyy (N 5 WL, E 21*19)): Tkda was a restricted border 
zone end an important railroad center with connections to Poland 
and Bast Germany. An laportant military garrison, consisting of 
regular aray forces and border patrol units, was located in the area. 


d. Bagra&ienevmk (B 54- 2 % E 2Q-4£j: This was a restricted area border- 
ing on Poland. An laportant ailitazy post was located at Bagrationovsk. 

e. Qverdsysk (H 54-39, B 21-0f^: A non-res tricted area in which an Im- 
portant Military past was located.

f. Laduslkin (N 54- 24y B 20-1^): An unlpportaat Military garrison was 
loeahtd In the eity proper. Bn route fTca Kaliningrad to Ladushkln, 

«i the left side of the Kaliningrsd-LsdusMcin hi tinny sad about six 
to eight kHaaet er a fxwn Ladushkln, was a restricted area (No. 6 on 
sketch). This restricted zone was three kilometers long, of unknown 
width, and, reportedly, was the site of am underground aircraft con- / 
struetlea plant. (The plant was said to have been in existence when 
the territory belonged to Germany. ) The restricted area was sur- 
rounded by a barbed wire fence and guarded by regular any or MR) 
personnel. The area was wall -caaoufl aged) no bull dings were visible 
above ground and the area appeared to be a dense pine forest. 


g. Pionersk (N 34- 56, g 20-14): A fishing pert, with a large fish cannery, 
and a hydroelectric plant (Be* 1 mi sketch) which supplied Kaliningrad 
with power. An unimportant military post was located in the city. An 
airfield for jet aircraft was located about eight kilometers from the 
city, three kilometers to the left of the Ksl lnlngrad-Pionersk highway 
(Bo. 2 on sketch).

Polessk (H 5^?/ £ 21/58): MLessk, a flaking port; bod an unim- 
portant Military garrison (ground forces). A hydroelectric station 
{Bo. 8 on sketch); which supplied Kaliningrad with electric power, 
located about 300 to 400 asters north of the city outskirts. 


i. Peyze: A snail fishing port with a large fish cannery. Between 
this snail Tillage and the Baltic Sea was located an Important 
hydroelectric station (Bo. 4 on sketch) which supplied power to

Praadinsk (N 54-lQ, S 21/51): An important Military garrison (ground 
forces) was located In the city. Tm hydroelectric stations were 
located within the city Halts. About two kilcaetors distant from 
the city end sane four to fire kllcaetem to the right of the Hlren- 
skoye -Abshrengen- Cherkho r highway was an airfield for jet aircraft 
(Ho. 7 on sketch). (Although the afore Mentioned highway is not

Queer (H 54*24, B 22-13,): Located in this city (formerly known 
as QuaMmven) was an important Military garrison as well as an 
artillexy target range. 

Soretak (H 55*^4, B ZL-5Q-): This large city (Oeraan none, Xllslt) 
had an lagertMt ail itary garrison, a harder patrol unit, a target 
range, an airfield equipped with runways tar jet aircraft (No. 12 
on sketch), mid a port on the fieasa Hirer. The airfield was located 
about eight kilometers from Soretak, about two or three kUoamters 
to the left of the highway which entered the city frea Qrardeysk 
(H 54-39, £ 21-02) and Baishakore.
